NOTE 1— NATURE OF BUSINESS

L.B. Fisher & Company (the "Company") is a broker-dealer registered with the Securities and Exchange
Commission ("SEC") and is a member of the Financial Industry Regulatory Authority ("FINRA"). The
Company is engaged in full service broker dealer activities and investment banking.

The Company was organized on August 26, 1976 under the laws of the State of Texas. All customer
transactions are cleared through a third party clearing firm, RBC Capital Markets Corporation ("RBC"),
on a fully disclosed basis. The Company has claimed exemption from Rule 15c3-3 ("Rule") under
section (k)(2)(ii) of the SEC, and accordingly is exempt from the remaining provisions of that Rule.

Basis of Accounting
These financial statements are presented on the accrual basis of accounting in accordance with generally
accepted accounting principles in the United States of America. Revenues are recognized in the period
earned and expenses when incurred.

r' Cash and Cash equivalents
SJ Cash and cash equivalents include cash and highly liquid investments with a maturity at date of purchase

of ninety days or less. The Company considers highly liquid investments in money market funds to be
cash equivalents.

Use of Estimates
The preparation of the financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in
the United States of America requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect theC reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of
the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenue and expenses during the reported period.
Actual results could differ from those estimates.

Securities Transactions
Purchases and sales of securities are recorded on a trade date basis. Commission revenue and expense are
recorded on a settlement date basis, generally the third business day following the transaction. If
materially different, commission revenue and related expenses are recorded on a trade date basis.

r~ Transaction Fees
Transaction fees are recognized on an accrual basis and are included in income as commissions are earned
from the completion of transactions or as payments are received per agreement with the client.

Financial Instruments and Credit Risk
The Company is engaged in various trading and brokerage activities in which counterparties primarily
include broker-dealers and other financial institutions. In the event that counterparties do not fulfill their
obligations, the Company may be exposed to risk. The risk of default depends on the creditworthiness of
the counter party or issuer of the instrument. It is the Company's policy to review, as necessary, the credit
standing of each counter party.

Financial instruments that potentially subject the Company to credit risk include cash and cash
equivalents, deposit with clearing broker-dealer, receivables from clearing broker-dealer, investments,
other assets, and accounts payable.

In the ordinary course of business, there are many transactions for which the ultimate tax outcome is
uncertain. The Company regularly assesses uncertain tax positions in each of the tax jurisdictions in
which it has operations and accounts for the related financial statement implications. Unrecognized
tax benefits are reported using the two-step approach under which tax effects of a position are
recognized only if it is "more-likely-than-not" to be sustained and the amount of the tax benefit
recognized is equal to the largest tax benefit that is greater than fifty percent likely of being realized
upon ultimate settlement of the tax position. Determining the appropriate level of unrecognized tax
benefits requires the Company to exercise judgment regarding the uncertain application of tax law.
The amount of unrecognized tax benefits is adjusted when information becomes available or when an
event occurs indicating a change is appropriate. The Company includes interest and penalties related
to its uncertain tax positions as part of income tax expense, if any.

The Company has not changed any of its tax accrual estimates. The Company files U.S. federal and
U.S. state tax returns. The Company is generally no longer subject to tax examinations relating to
federal and state tax returns for years prior to 2012.

The Company is subject to Texas franchise tax, which is based on taxable margin, rather than being
based on federal taxable income.

NOTE 7 - INCOME TAXES

Deferred income taxes reflect the net tax effects of temporary differences between the carrying amounts
of assets and liabilities for financial reporting purposes and the amounts used for income tax purposes.
Significant components of the Company's deferred taxes at June 30, 2016 are computed by applying the
statutory federal income tax rate of 15%. As of June 30, 2016, temporary differences between the
carrying amounts of assets and liabilities for financial reporting purposes and the amounts for income tax
purposes were not significant. At June 30, 2016, the Company had a net operating loss of approximately
$55,000 and has applied a net operating loss carryback benefit resulting in an income tax receivable of

NOTE 8 — NET CAPITAL REQUIREMENTS

capital and requires that the ratio of aggregate indebtedness to net capital, both as defined, shall not
exceed 15 to 1. At June 30, 2016, the minimum net capital requirement for the Company was $100,000.
Net capital at June 30, 2016 aggregated $101,092. The Company's ratio of aggregate indebtedness to net
capital was 0.42 to 1 at June 30, 2016.

NOTE 9 — EMPLOYEE RETIREMENT PLAN

The Company provides a defined contribution profit sharing trust plan ("Trust Plan") for all employees.
Contributions to the Trust Plan vest immediately and are declared at the discretion of the Board of
Directors. New employees are subject to a vesting period defined by the Plan. For the year ended June
30, 2016, the Company has recorded $21,200 in profit sharing plan expense.

The Company provides a money purchase pension plan ("Pension Plan") for all employees.
Contributions to the Pension Plan are limited to 10% of each employee's annual salary. Current
